SHELLS EXPLODE 


Several shells of unestablished origin 
exploded in the International Settlement 
as to-day’s battle raged on, one injuring 
fifteen Chinese in the Bubbling Well 
(Western) district. A projectile from 
Pootung fell fifteen yards. short of 1 
Japanese torpedo beat, and four or five

Fe thousand peasants pelted Dr. 

Yankovitch, the Yugoslav 
Minister of Forests and Mines, with 
eggs, tomatoes, stones and bricks at 
Kragujevatz. | 

Dr. Yankovitch had arrived there 
to hold a meeting protesting against 
the attitude of the Orthodox Church 
in the dispute over the ratification of 
the Concordat with the Vatican. 
His attempt to hold the meeting was 
completely broken up. Whenever anyone 
appeared on the balcony of the hotel where 
the Minister took refuge to speak he was 
greeted with showers of eggs and tomatoes. 
All the windows of the hotel were 
smashed, and a loud-speaker through 
which the Government representative tried 
to speak was wrecked. When police, with 
fixed bayonets, tried to disperse the crowd 
the peasants produced axes, pistols and 
short carbines. 


SHOTS 


A few warning shots were fired by the 
crowd into the air, and the police were 
forced to withdraw. 
Dr. Yankovitch escaped by a back door, 
after which 10.000 people joined in a pro- 
cession through the town, demonstrating 
in favour of the King and the Orthodox 
Church and against the Government. 
They held a great meeting of protest 
against the Government, et which priests 
administered an oath of loyalty to the 
King ana the Church. 
At this meeting a peasant woman spoke, 
saying: ‘‘ You, men, take axes, sticks, 
revolvers and guns, and we womer will 
take our rolling pins, and we will teach 
these traitors bá Shumadia treats 
traitors.”’ 
The price of eggs in Kragujevatz 
market rose from $d. to 2d. each this 
morning, and all eggs were sold ont. 
The front of the hotel, Jadra, is now 
literally plastered with both eggs and 
tomatoes. 
At Shabac 25,000 to 30,000 people 
gathered to welcome Bishop Simeon, the 
Bishop, who was injured in the first battle 
of the Concordat “ war.” 


KNEELING CROWD 


The local police made no attempt to 
restrain the people, but even knelt them- 
selves and ordered the crowd to kneel. 
Among the “speakers was a Catholic 
member of Parliament. Besides trenchant 
attacks on the Government several 
speakers openly made hostile réferences to 
Prince Paul, the Senior Regent of Yugo- 
slavia. i 
All the Orthodox Ministers and members 
of Parliament have been excommunicated 
as a result of Parliament’s vote in favour 
of ratifying the Concordat with the 
Vatican, which was initialled by Kiry 
Alexander two years ago. 
Tension arising from the ratification of 
the Concordat is fundamentally political, 


the Orthodox Serbs being jealous of the 
privileges which it accords to the 
Catholics.

To stress his contention Senator Duffy 
pointed out what had been done in 
Wisconsin, a country of some 7,000 lakes, 
and one of the prettiest States in America, 
Men of foresight realised what an oppor 
tunity there existed of attracting visitors, 
and through a programme of building new 
und improved hotels, great new highways, 
and better travelling facilities, the tourist 
industry had become one of the most 
valuable in the State. It was now super- 
seded only by the cheese and condensed 
milk industries—in which Wisconsin had 
led all other States for many years. 
“Tf this tourist business were 
developed,” he asserted, “it would be a 
tremendous source of income for Ireland.’’ 


SCHOOL-FELLOWS 


Mr. John Cudahy, the newly-appointed 
United States Minister to the Irish Free

SPEED BOAT ABLAZE

Ten people had a narrow escape from 
death when the 450 h.p. speed boat 
Ikango, went on fire in Bangor Bay, Co 
Down, last night. As darkness was falling 
people on the pier and in other boats in 
the harbour saw six of the orcupants of 
the Ikango jump into the sea ebout a mile 
from the short. Cries for help came from 
the others on board. 
There were seven men and three girls in 
the boat, including Mr. Terry Mann, 
Bangor, the owner, who was at the wheel. 
All the available boats in the harbour 
rushed to where the blazing boat | y. 
The motor boat Endeavour, owned bv 
Mr. Robert Eadis, went at full spee@, and 
her; crew rescued the people in the water 
and the four who had remained on board 
the Ikango. 
Mr. Mana, the owner of the Ikango, 
jumped into the water to save a girl, a 
non-swimmer, from drowning, and both he 
and the girl were picked up in ah 
exhausted condition. 
Several of those who arrived in other 
boats subdued the flames, and the boat wa;

Will the Dublin dockyard be taken over

The guestion is prompted by arrange- 
ments which have been made by the 
Department of Industry and Commerce for 
the holding of a conference to-day between 
Department representatives, members of 
the Dublin Dockyard Company and ne: 
sentatives of the men's trade unions. The 
conference is to discuss the future of the 
dockyard, which (as announced in the 
Irish Times on June 28th last) Messrs. 
Vickers (Ireland), Ltd., have decided to 
close down on December 3lst next. Over 
four hundred employés will be affected by 


the decision. 


it was revealed that Messrs. Vickers-Arm- 
strong, Ltd., London, proprietors of 
virtually all the capital of Vickers (Ireland) 
Ltd., who bought out the Dublin Dockyard 
Company in 1 for £63,000, had written 
to the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce intimating that during the period of 
operation the results to the shareholders 
had been disaastrous, and that a consider- 
able sum had been lost in trading. The 
company was convinced, the letter stated, 
that these unfortunate results were due 
to circumstances outside their control, and 
it wis added that every possible kip and 
information would be afforded to the 
Government or any other interested party 
who might be desirous of negotiating for 
the acquisition of the business. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin (Alderman 
A. Byrne, T.D.) expressed his intention 
at the time of calling a meeting of Dublin 
Dail deputies with a view of urging on the 
Minister the desirability of taking over 
the yard as a national concern.

HE record time of the air crossing 
of the Atlantic—11. hours 30 
minutes—held by the U.S. airmen, 
Captain Bennet Griffin and Lieu 
tenant James Mattern. on their New 
foundland-Berlin trip in 1932, was 
seriously challenged by the Imperial 
| Airways flying boat Caledonia on her 
flight from Botwood to Foynes on 
Saturday. 

Making the fastest commercial crossing 
of the Atlantic, the Caledonia knocked 24 
minutes off the previous record with a 
flying time of 11 hours 33 minutes, and, 
had it not been necessary at one period 
to get up to 16,000 feet to avoid cloud, she 
regents would have beaten the record. 
fer average speed was 170 m.p.h. She 
left Botwood at 10.36 p.m. (summer 
time) on Friday, and sailed over Foynes 
Harbour and down to a perfect landing 
at 10.9 a.m. on Saturday. 

Captain A. §S.  Wilcuckson, her é¢om- 
mander, and the members of his crew— 
C. H. Bowes, first officer; T. E. Hobbs 
and T. A, Vallette, wireless operators— 
shaved and came ashore as fresh-looking 
as if they had come*from Southampton 
After lunching in Foynes they returned 
to the airship, and left for Southampton 
at 1 p.m. on Saturday. 


KEPT IN TOUCH 


The favourable condit‘ons and the re- 
liability of the weather reports were ap- 
preciatively referred to by Captain Wil. 
cockson. During the entire journey the 
Caledoyia was in touch with the shore 
station at each end, and contact was 
made with several ships on the way over. 
The flying boat was assisted by a tail- 
wind the whole way acrvuss. 

In setting up a new commercial record 
for the crossing the Caledonia robbed the 
sister ship—Cambria—of that honour, the 
previous best time being 11 hours 57 
minutes. It is rather difficult, of course, 
to. compare the Caledonia’s flight and 
that of the record-holders with any 
exactitude, because of the variance in the 
take-off and the landings, and it is only 
in the matter of time alone they can be 
related. 

The times of the previous flights by the 
American Clipper and Imperial Airways

IN COLLISION 


PASSENGERS HAVE 


NARROW ESCAPES

Several persons were treated at Galway 
Hospital to-day following a collision 
between aG.S.R. omnibus and a private 
car at Parkroe, midway between Claren- 
bridge and Oranmore, County Galway. 
The omfhibus, carrying thirty-five 
passengers, was driven by Stephen Ryan, 
of Market Hill terrace, Limerick, and the 
Ford car was driven by George Lewis (19), 
Sandbrook, Tallow, County Carlow. 
Mrs. Laura Lewis, accompanied by het 
son, George, and her daughters, Jean (17) 
and Ursula (16) were travelling from Con 
nemara to Limerick when the collision 
occurred. The omnibus, which left 
Mitchelstown early in the morning. was 
on its way to the pilgrimage at Knock. 
The small car grazed the front of the 
*bus, tore along its right side, and came to 
rest on the top of the heap of stones. The 
driver’s side was torn completely from the 
ear and the steering wheel smashed. The 
omnibus came to rest against a heap of 
sand on its right-hand side. 
Mr. George Lewis was seriously injured 
about the head and face, and the other 
passengers received facial abrasions, one 
of them being badly cut on the back of 
the head by fiving glass. Mr. Ryan, the 
‘bus driver, was cut about the hands, while 
a mother and two children were taken to 
the Central. Hospital, Galway, suffering 
from shock and cuts.

Shopkeepers to 
Protest

RADERS in Grafton street, 
Dublin, are likely to make re- 
presentation to the Dublin Corpora- 
tion regarding the proposed new 
traffic code which is about to come 
into operation in the Free State. 

An* “Irish ‘Times’ reporter 
learned from firms in Grafton street 
on Saturday that, while some code 
for traffic is regarded generally as 
long overdue, the feeling as a whole 
is that the proposed by-laws are far 
foo drastic, and that, so far as that 
particular street is concerned, they 
will not only fail to achieve their end, 
but will be detrimental to business 
interes/s. 

With regard to the proposal that there 
should be one-way traffic with unilateral 
parking on alternate days and a time- 
limit of (probably) twenty minutes on all 
cars, the traders say that .on every 
alternate day the windows of one side. of 
the street would be hidden by a line of 
cars. At present pedestrians have a clear 
view of windows on the opposite side, as 
well as of the windows on their own side, 
owing to the narrowness-of the thorough- 
fare. At the same time, the traders point 
out, the ‘“ lane” for moving traffic will 
be no wider with unilateral parking than 
heretofore. 


ABOLISH ALL PARKING 


The general view of the firms affected 
is that all parking should be abolished in 
this street in favour of the pick-up-and- 
let-down system, and that otherwise the 
trafic system should remain unchanged. 
They declare that present-day congestion 
is caused by stationary vehicles and slow 
horse traffic, and that the removal of both 
would help: materially to solve the 
problem ot this thoroughfare. 

An objection to the proposed one-way 
traffic is that from whatever end entrance 
is to be made it will mean the diversion 
of a certain amount of traffic unless 
motorists are prepared to make a round- 
about journey or walk up from the nearest 
double-traffic point. It is feared that this 
will be most detrimental to business, and 
that Grafton street, as a result of the 
diverted traffic, will lose much of its value 
as a business centre, 


SIDE STREETS JAM 


Messrs. Switzer’s chief complaint is that 
for the past few years many of their 
customers have found it difficult to 
approach the pavement to alight.’ To 
overcome this difficulty the firm opened a 
large entrance in Wicklow street, but so 
heavy has parking become of late in this 
side thoroughfare that the original diffi- 
culty has repeated itself. The same con- 
gestion is to be seen in most of the side 
streets in the vicinity, and Messrs. Brown, 
Thomas and Co., who possess an entrance 
in Duke street, have the same complaint 
to make. Messrs. Weir and Co., the 
jewellers, with a large frontage in Grafton 
street, but with doors opening into Wick- 
low street, fear that in future on certain 
days it will be impossible for motorists to 
stop at their doors at all. 

If twenty-minute parking is established, 
as foreshadowed, Mr. E. A. McGuire,. of 
Messrs. Brown, Thomas. is of opinion, from 
his knowledge of the shopping public, that 
the period is quite inadequate. To park 
even for that length of time is a serious 
obstruction in such a busy thoroughfare, 
and he has no wish to see parking of any 
kind allowed. He is anxious that some- 
thing should be done to alleviate the 
present difficulties, but he, too, is of 
opinion that, so far as the traders are 
concerned, nothing but harm can result 
from the proposed code. 


A STEPHEN’S GREEN IDEA 


Another business man suggested in 
relation to general parking that the south 
side of St. Stephen’s Green, with its wide, 
unfrequented street, might be used as a 
na ground for cars in the neighbour- 

ood. He points out that for all the 
pedestrian traffic there is at this point 
the footpath alongside the rails pei be 
removed, and by this means it would be 
possible to park a double or even a treble 
line of cars along that side of the Green 
for nearly a quarter of a mile. 

Without exception, the Grafton street 
traders agree that the present confused 
lines of stationary and moving traffic in 
Grafton street make the vicinity a menace 
to pedestrians, an exasperation to 
motorists, and a serious impediment to the 
shopping public; but they also agree with- 
out exception that so far as business is 
concerne the new regulations will be 
nothing more than a transfer from the 
frying pan into the fire. :

Sir,—In his letter a few days ago Mr. 
Mulloy warns all Irish girls and boys of the 
terrible fate which awaits them in London. 
He would have them remain at home either 


| unemployed or in any available job, anything 


being preferable to exile. 

Sack, he cannot deny the right of Irish 
youths to sell their services in the best 
market. He himself writes from London; 
apparently he has found it so himself. To 
any Irishman working in England the wages 
and standard of living of modern Ireland 
leave much room for improvement. 

Again, the proportion of Lrish unemployed 
to the number employed in England does not 
give any cause for anxiety on Mr. Mulloy’s 


art. 

The education which the average Irish girl 
receives at home is in most cases responsible 
for the deplorable lapses which are often 
so painful to Irishmen abroad. But how 
could it be otherwise, as religious educators 
cannot be expected to tell Irish girls that 
there can be biological consequences to an 
amorous adventure’ In the case of Irish 
youths it is very much the same. Repressed 
and restrained at home, they lose all sense of 
moderation over here, and invariably bring 
the name of Irishmen into disrepute. 

Irish men and women can be as useful over 
here as in Ireland. With some organisation 
they should be a source of strength and pride

ITALY’S NEW 
BATTLESHIP 


KING AND QUEEN SEE 
LAUNCHING 


—-— ¢ —— 


From Revutrer’s CORRBSPONDENTe 
GENOA, Sunday. 


In the presence of the King and Queeii 
of Italy, several Princes of the Royal 
Family, and high Fascist dignitaries, 
Italy’s second 35,000 tons battleship, the 
Littorio, was launched to-day. 

The ceremony took place at the Ansaldo 
shipyards at Sestri, near Genoa. 

The Littorio is sister-ship to the Vittorio 
Veneto, which left the slips on July 25, 
Her armaments include nine 15-inch guns, 
twelve 6-inch guns and four anti-aircraft 
guns. 

Owing to the stormy weather of the last 
two days the slipway structure support- 
ing the hull of the new battleship had been 
strengthened, with the result that the 
actual launching was delayed for some 
twenty minutes while the extra supports 
were being removed. 

As in the case of the Vittorio Veneto, 
the ship was christened by the wife of a 
workman who had helped to build it, 
Signora Capella. She smashed the tradi« 
tional bottle of champagne over the 
vessel’s bows. 

It is estimated that 100,000 persons 
witnessed the launching. 

The Littorio and the Vittorio Veneto will 
form lItaly’s most powerful battle 
squadron, together with the Cavour, 
Cesare, Diuilo and Doria. | 

The latter four vessels are re-modernised 
ships, and are not yet all ready to be 
commissioned. They will be ready for 
service, however, by the end of this year 
or early next.

NOT BEING UNDERTAKEN 
BY STATE

Mr. E. O’Broin, Secretary, Mullingar 
Fianna Fail Cumann, has received a lettez 
from the Secretary of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce acknowledging 4 
resolution passed by Mullingar F.E. Cumann, 
and stating: ‘‘The establishment of an ime 
dustry at Mullingar is a project the Minister 
would be glad to assist. It is necessary, 
however, that you should understand that 
such enterprises are not being undertaken by 
the State, and that the first step to the 
realisation of any such idea is the interesting 
therein of some person or group in a position 
to provide the whole or major part of the 
capital required, and in a position to secure 
the services of competent persons with the 
necessary technical knowledge of the industry 
selected as the most suitable. 

“The Minister desires me to add that he 
will have instructions given that intending 
industrialists approaching the Department for 
information or advice concerning suitable 
locations for industries will be requested to 
consider Mullingar, but much more useful work 
might be done in this connection by local 
efforts. 

“In conclusion, the Minister wishes me to 
assure you that any proposals which may be 
submitted will have his most sympathetic 
consideration. '' 
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
